APPLIES LAWS TO CASIO. 


"The Pennsylvania Protective Union 


Is a political committee within 
the 


plain meaning of this act, which pro- 
vides that the term 'political com- 
mittee' shall include two or more per- 
sons who shall be elected or appointed 
or chosen or who shall associate them- 
selves or co-operate for the 
purpose 


wholly or in part of raising, collecting 
or disbursing money for election pur- 
poses; and the term 'election exjienses' 
s deflned by the act to include all ex- 
lendltures of money iu furtherance of 
:he nomination of any person or per- 
sons as candidates for public otlicc. 
Yet when 1 called the attention of the 
Pennsylvania Protective Union to this 
act the officers declared that they were 
lot required under the law to flic in 


politicians and have never been active- 
ly engaged in politics.

FARM PACTS. 


By P13TER RADFORD 
National Lecturer Farmers' Educational 
& Co-Operative Union of America. 


Where there Is a silo there is pros- 


[icrity. 


There Is not enough ot the commun- 


ity spirit among our rural districts. 


The laws relating to business are 


wholly unsulted to the transactions of 
the farmer. 


The waste of effort through imprac- 


tical methods of farming is the greatest 
tragedy of the age. 


Something is wrong in our market- 


ing system "when a small crop brings 
more money than a bountiful one. 


Co-operation between practical farm- 


ers anil proficient business men will 
eliminate ignorance and prejudice. 


The nation's menu must be made up 


from the field, pastures, orchards and 
gardens, and to farm intelligently the 
fanner must know what is needed. 


We must give the same care and con- 


sideration to a system of co-operative 
laws, extending to the farmer the facil- 
ities adapted to his business that !s 
now afforded corporations. 


Farm tenancy is the greatest menace 


now confronting the nation and can 
only be checked by affording the tenant 
ami the laborer facilities for acquiring 
property and by. reducing the high rates 
of Interest which are now sapping the 
vitality of sericulture. 


Under the present system of market- 


ing farm products, it Is possible nnd 
often occurs, that people in one part of 
the United States literally starve for 
the want ot a product, while Hie game 
product In another part of the nation 
is wasting for want of a market 


account nnd they did not propose to 
do so. 


"Under the Federal law, tt candi- 


date for Senator must account not only 
for nil monies received and expended 
by himself but by any Individual or 
committee with his knowledge or con- 
sent, for him, in his interest.
